This week's sparcity of news concerning the 1943 ship- 
ments of Uranium to Russia is just the lull before the storm. 

The shipments made by way of the Russian airlift from 
Great Falls. Mont.. will now become one of 1950's biggest 
political footballs. 

It is little early to determine just what happened back in 
1943. So far much of the evidence has been obscure. garbled 
or lacking in definite fact. 

We first became dubious about the charges when we 
noticed that one of the news services in Washington had plac- 
ed it‘s number one distorter of facts on the story. But even 
the United Press, generally conceded to be factually correct, 
went out on the journalistic limb in reporting the statement 
made by Major George Racey Jordan that hundreds of pounds 
of “atom dust” had been shipped out of the country in 1943.

“sneaked” out. Tor 

We believe it is time to establish a few facts that are 
accepted as true by everyone concerned with the shipments. 

First of all, the shioments were not sneaked out.
